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ANNUAL MEETING OF 


D. BOW VALLEY 


The annual meeting of Bow Valley 
Municipality held Saturday last was a 
well attended and wery interesting ga- 
thering of ratepayers, who are face to 
face with the fundamental activilics 
of living. 

The financial standing o. L. rw] 
ley is in a sound condition an: t. 
Council and ratepayers therecf ar: 
keenly alive and anxious tu continue 
this happy situation. 

The meeting was called to 
promptly at 1.30. 

The first item was Reeve Harwood’s 
Annual Report, which will be printed 
in full in this issue, 

It was a concise and interesting cov- 
ering of the various activities and in- 
terests of the Council during the year 
1940. 

Next came the Annual Financia 
Statement read by the newly appointed 
Secretary-Treasurer Mr J. ltiddoch. 

This report was discussed page by 
page. Following this report which was 
voted very satisfactory, the meeting 
was thrown open for general business. 

Answering a query of Reeve Har- 
wood’s as to expenditure this year f.1 
new road building, Mr M. Van dv: 
Velde suggested going easy on new 
roads, but keeping in good conditio 
those already built. 

It was felt the scraper was a 
practical expenditure, that justified 
the purchase. 

Reeve Harwood next called on 
Emory Jackson of Cheadle to give a re- 
port of the recent U, F. A. Convention 
held in Calgary to which he was a del- 
egate. 

Mr Jackson's report was filled with 
items of much importance té all mun- 
icipalities and to Bow Valley in parti- 
cular, 

He first touched on the $275,000 ap- 
propriation for roads, bridges, _ etc., 
but had been informed that the floods 
of last Spring used up the appropria 
tion in building new bridges and cul- 
verts, hence no grants could be made, 
Reeve Harwood later stated Bow Val- 
ley had had no washed out bridges in 
last Spring’s floods. 

The chief point however in Mr Jack- 
son’s report was the threatened en- 
larging of the municipal districts, 
changing boundaries, centralizing of 
more of the authority in Edmonton, 
and thus weakening the individual in- 
terest of the municipality in its own 
constructive legislating. 

Mr Jackson stated that they were 
informed that since 1923, twenty-nine 
M. D.’s had disorganized and this state 
is apt to worsen. There are now 151 
M. D.’s in Alberta, In 1912 the plan 
had been to allot 8 townships to a 
municipality. 

Mr Jackson deplored the possibility 
of the enlarged M. D. and advocated 
all to be on the alert to prevent any 
inroads in the reorganization of Bow 
Valley. Mr Don McKinnon, M.L.A. in 
speaking to the report felt the move- 
ment of enlarged M. D.’s was inevit- 
able. 

The statement was made that it 
would be wise fore-thought to be pre- 
Pared to advise as to the new bound- 
aries, and not have an experience sim- 
ilar to that of the enlarged School 
Unit. where already some changes are 
being made in the areas allotted to a 
School District. 

The Contract with the Strathmore 
Standard was again passed unanim- 
ously, Arthur Lambert was also award- 
ed the contract for gopher poison, both 
contracts receiving favorable comment 
trom those present. 

Returning Officer Harry Groves at 
8 o’closk stated nominations would be 
received up to 4 o'clock for councillors 
for divisions 1, 2 and 5. This resulted 
in acclamation being given (1) S. C. 
Nelson, (2) G. B. Field, (5) J. Harwood. 
Presentation to Mr Phillips— 

G. B. Field succeeds L, A. Phillips 
who has served as Councillor for div- 
ision 2 for 12 years, who had resigned 
owing to moving to Strathmore to re- 
side. 

In token of Mr Phillips’ faithfulness 
to duty as Councillor Reeve Harwood 
on behalf of the Council presented Mr 
Phillips with a First quality Pen and 
Peneil Set.

REEVc HARWUODS 
REPORi 1940 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentle- 
men— 

lt is my privilege to submit the re- 
port on the activities of your Council 
for the year 1940. 

lhe Council for the past year was 
comprised of Councillors 8, C. Nelson, 
L. A. Phillips, 4. Jackson, W. Yawkes, 
C, Cowell and myself. The otficers of 
the Council were L. C. Van Tighem, 
Secretary-Treasurer; W. Herbert A. 
‘Vhompson and Co., Auditors; Dr J. W. 
Giffen, Hea!th Officer, and P. Sidam, 
.. eed Inspector. 

The atveudance at the regular meet- 
.ugs Was 100 per cent except for leave 

i absence granted Mr Phillips for one 
meeting and Mr Cowell for 2 meetings. 

The Council was faced with a diffi- 
cult situation during the spring of 
1940 due to the heavy floods which 
caused Many wash outs on the grades 
and corners and caused considerable 
extra maintenance work. It also made 
necessary the purchase of several new 
culverts in each division. It was part- 
ly due to the ravages caused by these 
floods that the Council decided to pur- 
chase a Le Tourneau Scraper and the 
Council feel that this piece of equip- 
ment is going to be very valuable to 
the District. Those who have seen the 
work done by it north and east of Na- 
mika and west of Carseland and ar- 
ound Cheadle will realize the benefit 
of this machine. 

The equipment is in first class shape 
with the possible exception of the 
tracks on the Tractor, All equipment is 
paid for with the exception of the new 
Scraper on which there is still owing 
the sum of $2480.00. 

A tax sale was held during the past 
year and some lands which were not 
paying taxes for some years will now 
be rendering revenue to the District 
again, 

Last year we reported on the start 
of a Hospital Plan, much valuable in- 
formation was gathered together and 
representatives of the Council inter- 
viewed the two main Hospitals in Cal- 
gary on two occasion but the rate 
they set was too high for the District 
to consider and for the present our ef- 
forts have been baulked. The Council 
took an active part in endeavoring to 
get a health unit formed in this Dist- 
rict and to this end a meeting was held 
in Strathmore during the past year. 
The Council feel that there are many 
benefits available to the District 
through the formation of a Health 
Unit but at this time we are unable to 
report definitely with regard to the 
formation of a unit, 

Considerable attention to the weed 
situation resulted in a better under- 


~NEW FOUR-MONTH 


Replacing the original 30-day milit- 
ary training scheme under the Nation- 
al Resources Mobilization Act, the 
first of a new four months’ training 
plan will begin about March 15, when 
it is planned to call up between 5,000 
and 6,500 men, and the same number 
each month afterward, according to 
announcement made this week by the 
Prime Minister. 

Those to be called, according to pre- 
sent arrangements, are all young men 
as they reach the age of 21. There will 
be no exemptions, though postpone- 
ments may be worked out by the 
Boards of Review in the different dis- 
tricts, 

The four months’ period of training 
will be divided into basic training for 
two months and advanced training for

Gopher poison was again purchased 
locally through Lambert’s Drug Stove 
and we feel the arrangements are ab- 
out as satisfactory as it is pussible tu: 
get in connection with the problem of 
handling this poison. 

The Strathmore Standard was dak 
supplied to the resident ratepayers 
tree of charge and we find that this 
gives us a good medium of contact 
with the District as a whole. 

The Government have been writing 
in connection with the Highway 
through Cheadle and Carseland and we 
wrote to the M. D.’s of Dinton and 
Royal at Blackie and Vulcan to see 
what their opinion was in the matter. 
We will read the latter from Blackie 
which gives their views quite clearly. 

The Financial position of the District 
is substantially the same as it was a 
year ago. The collections were good 
when consideration is given to all the 
opposition there was to make for good 
collectcions. The School requisitions 
were paid in full and sufficient funds 
are on hand to pay the first quarterly 
requisition for this year. 

The Annual Municipal Convention 
was held in Calgary this year and of 
several very good resolutions brought 
forward we feel the outstanding one to 
be that which will make current taxes 
a first charge on the crop, somewhat 
similar to the present Hail collection 
system, This will come before the leg- 
islature this coming session, 

I think I have touched on the main 
features of the work for the past year 
and the meeting is now open for dis-

Crushed in the wreckage of his aut- 
omobile, after it had crashed into a 
Street car, Mr Thurston died of injur- 
les en route to hospital, Saturday ev- 
ening. 

His body was found pinned in the 
front seat of the car. The steering 
Wheel was pressed against his stom- 
ach, while the engine, forced back by 
the impact, was against his legs. The 
gear shift lever had been forced into 
the seat by the crash. 

Was Unconscious— 

Passengers on the car, the motorman 
and pedestrians aided the ambulance 
crew in extricating the injured man 
from the wreckage. He was uncon- 
scious and bleeding profusely when 
taken from the car. 

The deceased known throughout 
the Nightingale, Strathmore and Lang: 
don districts as Harry Thurston, came 
to Alberta with his family 35 years 
ago. He was born at Alderford, Nor- 
folk, England. and had ranched with 
his family at Medicine Hat and later 
at Nightingale. 

Five years ago, r. Thurston left the 
homestead and took up a farm near 
Langdon. He was a member of thie 
Canadian Order of Foresters, Lyalta 
branch,

Surviving are his widow, Isabelle, of 
Langdon; his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
George Thurston, Nightingale; two sis- 
ters, Mrs, T. Taylor, Strathmore ,and 
Helen, of Nightingale; four brothers, 
Cecil and Reginald of Nightingle;

When it is realized that Colonel Mc- 
Cormick’s Tribune owes its daily ex- 
istence to the supply of newsprint it 
obtains from Canada there is a natur- 
al impulse to wish the supply cut off 
forthwith. It is an impulse, however, 
to which Canadians on reflection can- 
not yield. They are in this war to pre- 
serve the freedom of the press and of 
speech for the Colonel McCormicks 
and all others. If the Colonel chooses 
to use his influence to throw obstacles 
in the way of success, if he prefers the 
suppression f liberties by dictatorship, 
we want him to know that Canada and 
Britain are in the fight to the end to 
save him from the results of his myo- 
pic folly. To interfere with the Chicago 
Tribune’s paper supply because it 
prints, in another and neutral country, 
things we do not like is not the British 
idea of freedom, 

The real danger of the Chicago Tri- 
bune to Canada is not what it chooses 
to print in Chicago, but the influence 
that newspaper’s money exercises in 
Canada, through Canadians, to try to 
conceal its evil work. It has managed 
to find some Canadians who have 
been, and are. abetting its efforts to 
deceive the Canadian public into be- 
lieving that this enemy is really a 
friend. That there are Canadians who 
can be persuaded to do this sort of 
thing, in time of war, for profit, is 
deeply disturbing. 

There is too much Chicago Tribune 
money being spent in Canada for pro- 
paganda and lobbying in one form or 
another, It is reported as using hidden 
influence to affect election results. 
That is why the Canadian public 
needs to be made aware of its real 
character, Let Colonel McCormick and 
his mewspaper print what they choose 
no matter how subversive it may be of 
human welfare, but let us defend our- 
selves against its efforts to subvert 
our citizenship.
